Frederic Fire Department founder honored

The last founding father for 
the Frederic Township Volunteer 
Fire Department, who was 
known as an all around good 
guy, was recently laid to rest. 

Ernest “Ernie” Barber of 
Frederic died at his home on 
Saturday, June 24, shortly after 
being diagnosed with lung can- 
cer.

Barber lived his entire life liv- 
ing in the Frederic community 
on Cheboygan Street.

The roof on the building is col- 
lapsing, and the interior is con- 
taminated with mold and mildew. 

“The building is in complete 
disarray, and needs to be demol- 
ished because it would be too 
expensive to repair,” said Travis 
Roberts, ftre marshal/inspector 
for the Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department. 

The initia] building was con- 
structed in 1900, according to 
county records. An addition was 
completed in 1969. 

Businesses including a barber 


shop operated by — Burt 
McWilliams, Al and Jessie's 
Restaurant as well as a restau- 


rant operated by Ema and Frank 
Bennett, a former Crawford 


County Sheriff, also operated in 
the building. 

Larry McNamara, who ran 
Mac’s Drugs in the building 
which now houses Riverland, 
recalled a man ramed Claude 
Cardinal who lived in an apart- 
ment above the business.

McNamara said. “During the 
suminer, he would have all the 
windows open, and you could 
hear the Tigers game down on 
the street and he would be holler- 
ing and yelling at the players.”

Archangel suggested that there 
were significant errors in the 
reports regarding his account of 
what transpired on Feb, 3. 


Allen said that it would be 
Archangel’s responsibility to 
raise his issues with the reports 
in front of a jury since it is his 
burden to prove he is not crimi- 
nally responsible for his actions. 
The author of the report could be 
called to testify at the trial, Allen 
said, 

Archangel, who is being held 
in the Crawford County Jail in 
liew of a $100,000 bond, faces up 
to life or any number of years in 
prison if convicted for the 
attempted homicide charge. 

On court papers Archangel 
said he is employed through the 
United Domains of Heaven.

“We mostly worked with 
maintenance employees there,” 
said Nama.

Nama said she did other work 
as well, including tiling a class- 
room, 

“You care about the people 
you meet there,” said Nama. 

Even in just two weeks, the 
differences between Africa and 
the United States were very 
apparent to Nama. 

In Kenya, small things like 
titles can be a big deal, Leaders 
are not allowed to hold titles that 
imply that they are on the same 
level as Kenya’s president. For 
this reason, the university presi- 
dent was called the vice-chancel- 
lor. 


Of course, the. food wasn't. . 


exactly the same, either. Baked 
beans were a popular breakfast 
choice. 

There were some big differ- 
ences as well. These days, 
poverty in Africa practically goes 
without saying, although Nama 
did not witness the full extent of 
the troubles that people in the

area are experiencing. 

“We really didn’t see the 
poverty and really didn’t walk 
through the neighborhoods that 
had the poverty because we were 
working at a university,” said 
Nama.

For éxam- 
ple, whenever local kids saw 
someone who was obviously a 
foreign missionary, they tended 
to expect food. 

“As a Christian, it’s humbling 
to be here and have so much,” 
said Nama. 

Going to Africa gave Nama a 
deeper appreciation of her own 
roots. 

“T have what I have because | 
was born here in the United 
States,” said Nama. 

She noted that there was an 
interesting fusion of modern.and 


traditional styles in one of the 


villages that she visited. The 
locals were acquainted with 
advanced technology, yet they 
still lived in huts made of sticks 
and manure. 

“They are in the modern 
world, but they still live in this

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MICHIGAN HAS wallowed in the 
state budget morass for several years 
running — including 2006 — but budget 
problems are not unique to Michigan. 

Just look at New Jersey this year. The 
situation there reminded some old timers 
of the storied “payless paydays” in 
Michigan back in 1959, 

That was when a Republican legisla- 
ture and a Democratic governor — the 
late G. Mennen Williams ~ reached an 
impasse on spending and taxes, as they 
had severai iimes in preceding years. 
This time neither side would budge, and 
Michigan government came to a 
screeching halt ... momentarily. 

No Michigan state employee actually 
missed a payday, however, when the 
executive and legislature went to politi- 
cal and philosophical extremes in a 
refusal to compromise. But the impasse

n New Jersey, it was a case of 


Democrats fighting Democrats, with 
both legislative and administrative fac- 
tions refusing to budge. Both did eventu- 
ally, of course. 

In the meantime, according to a report 
by Associated Press, state agencies fur- 
loughed 45,000 employees, and Atlantic 
City casinos had to close their doors 
because stale inspectors were not avail- 
able to oversee casino activities, and 
36,000 casino workers were out of work. 


Lifeguards and others who staff 


Atlantic ocean beaches and state parks 


also. were’ furloughed, as the: 
Independence Day holiday period 
arrived, 


The stalemate lasted six days. All in 
all, it was a sorry mess, much worse than 
Michigan’s hours-long “‘payless payday” 
of 47 years ago, 

In the end, compromise ruled the day. 
The crux seemed to be taxes, which ts no 
surprise. The compromise deal will 
increase the state sales tax from 6 to 7 


percent, which Democratic legislators 
opposed, and half the added revenue will 
be used to reduce property taxes. 

Gov. Corzine, according to AP, “said 
the eventual budget accord was not 
cause for celebration because too many 
lives were disrupted.” A_ legislative 
leader said he thought in the end, the 
state and New Jersey citizens “are all 
emerging as winners,” AP reported. 

The latter view likely is not shared by 
any of the 80,000 people who lost their 
jobs even temporarily. 

And so it goes in running state gov- 
ernments these days. Budgets are prob- 
lems all over. 

* * * 

MEANWHILE, here in Michigan 
unlike in the New Jersey fiasco, budget 
battles have been along partisan lines, 
with Democratic Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm and Republicans who control 
the legislature in frequent disagreement. 

That’s why it was news the other day 
when the governor and legislative lead- 
ers announced a tentative budget deal for 
Michigan’s new fiscal year starting 
October 1.

At this point, the sides agreed that 
allowances for local K-12 students will 
go up $210 per student, which is $10 
more than the governor proposed and 
less than the legislature wanted, and uni- 
versities and community colleges will 
get a 3 percent funding increase. The 
legislature will work out the details later. 

The deal also drops from the budget 
plans for a four year lifetime limit on 
cash assistance for able-bodied welfare 
recipients, which had been favored by 
House Republicans and opposed by 
Democrats. The legislature may take up 
the idea again, but outside the budget 
process. 

Also, money was designated for a 
Michigan state police trooper school. 

* *% * : 

REPUBLICANS BOASTED that the 
budget will be balanced without raising 
taxes or ending tax exemptions Ms. 
Granholm seeks to close, and Democrats 
bragged that the plan “continues to pro- 
tect the most vulnerable citizens, and 
improve public safety.” 

Obviously compromise was necessary 
to come this far considering the often 
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bitter infighting between Democratic 
governor and Republican lawmakers, 
and both sides deserve credit for those 
steps. 

But the job is not done. The question 
of individual budgets for state depart- 
ments is back in legislative hands. So are 
the details of the education increases as 
well as the nitty gritty of the next budget, 
and it’s a political: truth that in making 
laws and writing budgets, the old saying 
prevails that “the devil is in the details.” 

Will the spirit of compromise contin- 
ue? 

There are elections in Novembers, of 
course, and the governor’s job and all the 
legislative seats now held by those 
involved in finalizing next you s budget 
are at stake. 

Maybe it’s just the cynic in me coming 
out, but the public will be wise to keep 
its collective fingers crossed.

Wondering why the 
shelter won’t accept 
your unwanted cat 


or kitten? 


Wondering why the animal 
shelter won’t accept your 
unwanted cat or kitten? First of 
all, there are several friendly, 
loving and playful altered cats 
that have been waiting for many 
months to be adopted. We are 
not going to euthanize them just 
to make room for more. But 
let me explain the situation fur- 
ther. 

The shelter can house a spe- 
cific number of cats and can’t 
afford to care for extras. Your 
tax dollars do not pay for the 
care of cats at the shelter. 
Crawford,County contracts with 
the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County to care for only stray 
dogs brought in by Animal 
Control or law enforcement. 
Anything we do for cats comes 
out of our meager funds, the 
vast majority of which comes 
from donations, 

The shelter is a private, 50ic3 
nonprofit facility and cannot 
pay for the care of all of this 
county’s needy cats, We wish 
we could, but housing shelter 
animals is expensive. There is 
the cost of feeding and giving 
these animals proper veterinary 
care, as well as the labor 
involved in caring for them to 
consider. We also have high 
utility bills, payroll and mainte- 
nance expenses. 

Space is an issue. There isn’t 
enough room to safely hold 
every unwanted, stray cat or lit- 
ter of kittens in this county. 
Shelter cats kept in tight quar- 
ters can have a very real chance 
of dying from fast moving 
upper respiratory illnesses. 
Over crowding caged cats caus- 
es stress, which leads to illness, 
Kittens are very fragile and fre- 
quently do not survive in a shel- 
ter that’s too full for a quaran- 
tine area. If we take in too 
inany cats and kittens, we will 
end up saving only a few...if 
we're lucky. 

For those of you who try to 


clear your conscience by bring- 
ing your cat and its litter to the 
shelter, you better think twice? 
You are doing those tiny kittens 
and your loving companion nd 
favor at all. (refer back to the 
paragraph above.) 

And, if you let your female 
cat roam because you can’t) 
stand her yowling while she’s in! 
heat and gets pregnant, it’s your? 
responsibility, not the shelters 
problem. Have your cats 
spayed or neutered. Your 
roaming unaltered boy kitty is, 
just as much to blame for this, 
heartbreaking problem. i 

We have a waiting list exclu-, 
sively for cats coming into the; 
shelter. If you have a cat need-, 
ing rescue, I suggest you very: 
nicely request that your name: 
and information be placed on’ 
our list. If you call the shelter, 
get angry and verbally abuse the 
staff member on duty or myself, 
as has been happening quite fre- 
quently lately, we will not put 
you on that list. We also keep a 
list of cats lost and cats found i in: 
an effort to get them returned to: 
their owners if they stray. 5 

In the near future we will, 
move to our new shelter facility., 
But remember, that does not: 
mean we will then be able to, 
take in every unwanted cat. It’ 
only means that the cats in our 
care will be housed more com-_ 
fortably and in safer conditions. 

In the meantime, we will con-’ 
tinue to help animal owners in’ 
this community as much as wey 

can, We offer low-cost spay- “| 
neuter assistance year-round., 
We always have some sugges-j 
tions for people who sincerely 
wish to have their cats altered’

Shelter staff and volunteers 
do not deserve your anger or: 
abuse. We understand your’ 
frustrations, but we are not to’ 
blame.

Learning CPR and first aid has 
long been a requirement for cer- 
tain people in the workplace who 
may be expected to respond to an 
emergency situation, said Mary 
King, RN, BSN, Coordinator of 
Community Health Education for 
Otsego Memorial Hospital. 

‘ However, in the case of the 


layperson, it has only been in- 


recent years that we have seen an 
increased use of valuable lifesav- 
ing equipment — portable defibril- 
lators, or automatic external defib- 
rillators (AEDs).

Paul reminded the Jews in 
Romans 2:25 that circumeision is 
only a symbol meant to reflect the 
real substance. “For circumcision 
verily profiteth, iF thou keep the 
Jaw: but if theu be a breaker of the 
law, thy circumcision is made 
uncircumeision.” — Circumeision 
could only be a sign of rightcous- 
ness under the law if they kept the 
law perfectly, The Jews did not 
understand that the purpose of 
God's law was to prove their 
sullt, not save them. “Now we 
know that what things soever the 
law saith, i saith to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the world 
may become guilty before God. 
Therefore by the deeds of the law 
there shall no flesh be justified in 
his sight: for by the law is the 
knowledge of sin’ (Romans 
3:19,20). 

Paul reminded the Jews. that 
even uncircumcised gentiles who 
lived better moral tives than they 
did would appear to be circum- 
cised. Romans 2:26 teaches us 
that substance exposes symbols 
and reality exposes ritualism. 
“Therefore if the uncircumcision 
keep the righteousness of the law,

shall not his uncircumcision be 
counted for circumcision?” As 
Galatians 5:6 teaches, “6For in 
Jesus Christ neither circumcision 
availeth any thing, nor uncircum- 
cision; but faith which worketh by 
love.” This is the faith father 
Abraham had before he received 
circumcision as a sign and seal of 
his righteousness by — faith. 
(Romans 4:11,12). 

Paul told the Jews they would 
be judged even by the natural jus- 
tice of uncircumcised gentiles 
who lived better lives than they 
did. “27And shail not uncircum- 
cision which is by nature, if it ful- 
fil the law, judge thee, who by the 
letter and circumcision dost trans- 
gress the law?” He is reminding 
them that one is not made right- 
cous by an outward sign or sym- 
bol. Galatians 6:15 reminds us 
that we must be born-again and 
become a new creature in Christ 
Jesus. “15For in Christ Jesus nei- 
ther circumcision availeth any 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but a 
new creature.” 

Finally, Paul reminded them in 
Romans 2:28 that outward sym- 
bols and appearance did not make 
them Jews or God's people. 
“28For he is not a Jew, which is 
one outwardly; neither is that cir- 
cumcision, which is outward in 
the flesh. 29But he is a Jew,

which ts one inwardly; and cir- 
cumeision is that of the heart, in 
the spirit, and not in the letter; 


whose praise is not of men, but of 


God.” Salvation is of God, by 
His Spirit, within the heart, not by 
men through legalism and out- 
ward symbolism of the flesh. 

As Colossians 2: 10-12 reminds 
us, “LOAnd ye are complete in 
him, which is the head of all prin- 
cipality and power: 11In whom 
also ye are circumcised with the 
circumcision made — without 


hands, in putlng off the body of 


the sins of the flesh by the cir- 
cuncision of Christ: Buried with 
him in baptism, wherein also ye 
are risen with him through the 
faith of the operation of God, who 
hath raised him from the dead.” 
It is our personal faith in the per- 
son, work, and word of Jesus 
Christ which saves us, and not 
outward symbols whether it be 
circumcision for Jews or baptism 
for Christians. As God said in 1 
Sam. 16:7: “....man looketh on 
the outward appearance, but the 
LORD looketh on the heart.”

GHS graduate completes study abroad in Russia

Like many forward thinking 
students from Crawford County, 
Frederic resident Jamie 
Pinkelman, who graduated from 
Grayling High School in 2005, 
decided to take a couple classes 
this summer. 

She didn’t go to Kirtland. Nor 
did she go to her regular campus 
at Michigan State University. 
She decided to try something dif- 
ferent. She spent six weeks 
studying at Volgagrad, Russia. 

“IT wanted to study abroad and 
Russia and Mexico were the only 
two options I really had for math, 
and (Russia) seemed more inter- 
esting,” said 'Pinkelman.: 

Pinkelman left for Europe on 
May 18 as part of a six week 
study abroad program hosted by 
her school, Michigan State 


University. She was joined by 
about 80 other students, making 
it one of the largest study abroad 
programs in the country. 


Although her classes were held 
in Volgagrad, she also visited the 
world-famous cities of St. 
Petersburg and Moscow, as well 
as parts of Germany, 

“T’ve always been interested in 
going to Russia or Moscow, 
because of all the cathedrals and 


everything. I thought it'd be 
interesting to see,’ said 
Pinkelman. 


The first city she visited, St. 
Petersburg, left a strong impres- 
sion. 

“It was really cold and rainy. It 
was full of tourists,’ said 
Pinkelman. 

The tourists disappeared as she 
adjusted to life in the smaller city 


of Volgagrad. Here, many of the | 


differences between the 
American and Russian standards 
of living became immediately 
apparent. 

There was no clean drinking 
water, except for bottled water. 
Other facilities, such as rest 
rooms, were substandard from

the American point of view. 

“Everything was kind of like, 
crowded and smelly,’ said 
Pinkelman. 

Poverty, and many of the soctal 
problems that come with it, were 
evident throughout the city. The 
most powerful political force in 
the area was the loca] mafia. 

“It made me appreciate a lot of 
what JI had in Frederic, 
Michigan,” said Pinkelman. 

In the particular region that 
Pinkelman stayed in, there were 
also noticeable civil equality 
issues. 

“Volgagrad is very geared 
toward guys, as the ratio of 
women to men is three to one,” 
said Pinkelman. 

She noted that the locals were 
not particularly outgoing, either. 

“It seems hard to get to know 
people or befriend anyone,” said 
Pinkelman. 

Nonetheless, she noted that not 
everything about the Russian 
people was all that different from 


in Volgagrad, Russia. She said the main thing she gained from the trip was “a new 
sense of independence, just because I was alone in a foreign country.”

Fashion, music and_ trends 
were familiar as well. 

“Russian culture really wasn’t 


too different from any other 
Western culture,” said 
Pinkelman. 


Russia itself has made some 
very important contributions to 
Western culture and _ history. 
Pinkelman was able to see some 
of these historic landmarks for 
herself, including the Red Square 
and Lenin’s tomb.
